Police have come up with three 
suspects in a fire which damaged 
the North Intermediate School last 
Wednesday night 

Shortly after 10 p.m., someone 
set afire four large piles of rigid 
foam insulation stacked near the 
school. The piles contained several 
hundred sheets of the insulation. 

‘The fire took off quickly, and was 
lapping at the walls of the school 
when firefighters arrived. The 
walls of the school were rched, 
and there was some heat damage to 
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four plexiglass windows. 

Wilmington Police Insp. Michael 
McKenna said that a warrant has 
been issued for one suspect, and 
that two others are under interro: 
gation. The suspect named on the 
warrant, he said, has reportedly left

The insulation belonged to Cacsar 
Roofing, a firm which has been 
contracted to insulate the roofs of 
the school kitchen, cafeteria and 
gymnasium,

At their meeting Monday night, 
Selectmen Chairman Jim Stewart 
also issued a warning to the owners 
of Wilmington Plaza. He said town 
officials will not allow the dumping 
and piling of snow in the parking 
Jot close to Route 38.

"Each winter the problem gets 
worse and worse and worse,” noted 
Stewart.

He stressed that he also has a 
commitment to Wilmington and 
credibility 

‘I-don’t think an outsider can 
come in and command that kind of 
credibility for more than a year, 
Fay said. He added, however, that

the search for a new superintendent 
is far from over since he faces some 
stiff competition in the other 
candidates, And he feels the

Neighbors cheered Monday night 
as Wilmington selectmen agreed in 
a four to one vote to post four signs 
in strategic locations to exclude 
heavy trucks from Salem Street. 
Robert Cain, who cast the only 
negative vote, said he had problems 
with posting signs that are not 
enforceable. : 

The action took place at this 
week's board of selectmen's meet- 
ing. Wilmington selectmen played 
host to Salem Street residents, 
Tewksbury officials, and repre- 
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Selectmen vote to post 
Salem Street truck restriction 


sentatives from the state as they 
rehashed the seven-month-old 
trucking problem. 

At neighbors’ insistence, select- 
men agreed to a motion by Bob 
Doucette to post the signs at the end 
of Rt.125 near Ballardvale Street, 
at the intersections of Rt.62 and 
Middlesex Avenue and Salem Street 
and Middlesex Avenue, and at the 
Tewksbury town line entering 
Wilmington. Selectmen explained, 
however, since there was still no 
written agreement from Tewks- 
bury selectmen and, subsequently, 
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no state approval, Wilmington 
police could not ticket truckers who 
choose to ignore the signs. 

In the meantime, both Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury will continue to 
work toward a solution using a ncw 
alternate route to replace the 
original 1-93-495-38 detour. 
Tewksbury selectman Bill Hurton 
said that route was not acceptable to 
his board because Tewksbury 
would end up bearing the brunt of 
additional truck traffic. He said he 
would be glad to bring the new 
alternate route, Rte. 129, back to 
his board Tuesday night. 

Chairman Jim Stewart was hard 
pressed, at times, to keep order as 
officials tried to find a solution 
both towns could live with. Though 
Stewart repeatedly asked Tewks- 
bury officials what they would 
consider acceptable, he never really 
received an answer. 

Tewksbury Selectman Charles 
Coppolla pinpointed the problem 
when he said many residents don't 
want the truck traffic shifted to 
their suet. Coppolla explained, as 
soon as news spread that a truck 
exclusion was sought for Salem 
Street, he received negative 


feedback from residents and "the 
whole thing started to snowball.” 
Other officials, including both 
towns’ chiefs of police, pointed out 
truck exclusions are difficult to 
deal with, largely because of the 
need to detour trucks to other town 
roads and the manpower involved. 
‘An impatient Tony Capuano, who 
spoke for his neighbors, urged 
officials to settle the matter as soon 
as possible and just put up the signs. 
He claimed when truckers sce the 
signs, they'd find another route. 
Stewart suggested a six-month 
trial period using Rte. 129 as an 
alternate way to see how this 
solution would affect other arcas of 
town. 
Steven Weiner, District Traffic 


Engineer for the state DPW, 
wamed that while Wilmington 
"absolutely must” have an alternate 
route, they shouldn't compound the 
problem by shifting it to another 
part of town. 

In making his motion to erect the 
signs, Doucette said his sympathics 
lic with the residents because of the 
safety factors involved. 


Truck restriction 
voted in Tewksbury 


A temporary alternate route for 
trucks using Salem Road in 
Tewksbury was approved by the 
Tewksbury selectmen on Tuesday 
night. The restriction applies to 
trucks of five tons or more, and tics 
in with a similar restriction voted 
the night before in Wilmington. 

Selectman Bill Hurton, said that 
after a lengthy discussion with the 
Wilmington selectmen on Monday 


night, the Rtc.129/Rte.38 alternate 
route through Wilmington Square 
was decided on, 

Hurton said “We really don't 
know what would happen,” and 
moved that the alternate route be 
tried for 120 days, with the right to 
rescind the action if the Tewksbury 
sclecumen deem necessary.

Bonding change 
surprises board

A seemihg change in bonding 
procedures for developers took 
members of the Wilmington Plan- 
ning Board by surprise Tuesday 
night. 

In the past, the board has required 
developers to open a bank account 
in the town's name only, so funds 
would be available should anything 
prevent a project's completion. 
Once the proper security is de- 
posited, the board then votes to 
release certain lots. 

According to Town Engineer 
Harold Gillam, Town Counsel Alan 
Altman okayed the release of 
checks to either the planning board 
or developer Paul Butt, who is 
building the Hamilton Woods 
subdivision off Route 62 

Chairman Carole Iamilton 
frowned on the idea of two 
signatures saying she wanted 
verification from Altman and she 
wanted something in writing 
explaining why he had changed the 
procedure. She said if the board 
votes to take the bond, members 
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should be able to take it.without 
*“monkeying around” with two 
signatures. 

When Butt came before the board 
that same night, Nancy Stouffer 
asked why one signature wasn't 
sufficient. Butt replied it was his 
understanding that having only onc 
signature was “inefficient.” 

Butt inquired if the board would 
vote to release lots 1 through 17 
since he had already deposited 
monies with the bank. The board 
voted both on a bond amount of 
$112,500 and the release of the lots 
so Butt could go to the Building 
Inspector for the necessary permits 
and proceed with his project before 
the weather worsens.

School committee members 


react to Fay's certification

Reaction to Bill Fay's certi- 
fication was mixed among mem- 
bers of the Wilmington School 
Committee. While some members 
were obviously pleased with last 
Tuesday's unanimous vote by a 
State review board, granting Fay 
his certification, others felt the 
former West Intermediate prin- 
cipal still doesn't measure up to the 
other candidates. The vote makes 
Fay a legal candidate for Wil- 
mington superintendent of schools, 
along with Arthur Bettencourt, 
Richard Dillon, and Vahan Kha- 
chadoorian, 

In separate interviews, cach of the 
‘six committeemen expressed strong, 
views and, in some cases, similar 
reactions to the efitire search 
Process. A majority went to great 
lengths to explain that their minds 
were not set on any one candidate. 
Many said the most important 
determinant was the upcoming 
visits to the finalists’ places of 
business. The on-site visits are 
scheduled for Thursday, Friday, 
and next Monday, 

Bridget Zukas originally brought 
Fay's name up as a semi-finalist. 
While she said she was glad the 
Dept. of Education felt Fay is 
qualified to be superintendent, she 
pointed out nothing is a foregone 
conclusion, 

"If T wuly felt we wouldn't look 
beyond Bill Fay, I wouldn't go on 
," she said as she explained the 
isits were very important to her, 

"intend to keep an open mind, If 
I don't, then I'm not doing what I 
was clected to do," she added. 

"People are under the assumption 
the vote is set, That is such balogna, 
As a board, we're going to be 
objective in our final decision,” 
said an angry Tony Accardi, who 
wondered aloud what people would 
say about him if he felt Fay was 
indeed the best man for the job. 

Bob Surran agreed "it's still an 
open race.” He told this paper that, 
in his view, “if someone really 
outshines Bil] Fay, we're going to 
have an outstanding superin- 
tendent. 

At Icast four committeemen were 
impressed with those in the running 
for superintendent. 


"According to the level of 
experience and the way they 
interviewed, | think we have four 
excellent, excellent candidates who 
are superior to those in our last 
search,” said Accardi. 

“This is the best crop of 
candidates we have ever scen,” said 
Zukas, adding that," voted for 
four candidates because any one of 
them I could live with.” 

James Demos said, while three of 
the finalists have superior cre- 
dentials and experience, Fay nceds 
to take more courses and catch up 
on recent educational issues before 
he could support Fay's candidacy. 

"Right now I can't vote for the 
man, I like him. He's a decent 
human: being. But I feel he doesn't 
have the (necessary) depth of 


educational background and ex- 
perience in central adminis- 
tration." 

Demos explained that his board, 
“in good faith,” met and decided on 
a process which included hiring a 
consultant to conduct a nationwide 
search, He said he had problems 
because Fay wasn't qualified "at the 
time the deadline closed." And, 
Demos added, if the other three, 
finalists don't live up to ex- 
pectations, "my first move would 
be to repost the position.” 

Shirley Callan went in a different 
direction. She explained she was 
concerned about the feelings of the 
other candidates and how they view 


Fay's last minute addition to their 
ranks. 

"I feel awkward even going on 
site,* she said. 

It was the consensus of the 
majority that Fay has many laud- 
able qualities, and those that have 
opposed his candidacy are in the 
minority. 

"Those who oppose Fay are a 
small group who would like to be 
important in Wilmington and don't 
know how to be important,” said an 
outspoken Zukas. "Why," she 
asked, “aren't they being fair and 
putting other candidates under the 
microscope? Fay is a very talented, 
gifted man who's done alot for 
Wilmington.” 

“I like alot of things about Bill,” 
said Surran, adding that he’s a 
“known quality and quantity.” 

Accardi recognized Fay's "people 
skills" which, he said, are evident in 
his negotiation’ ability, his 
credibility, and his relationship 
with Wilmington faculty, students, 
and local officials. 

Chairman Dr. Michael Thomas 
offered his congratulations to Fay 
saying “here's a hometown boy 
who's worked hard and is getting 
what he deserves." 

Perhaps the most revealing words 
spoken by any committee member 
came from Zukas when she 
stressed, “after what we have been 
through, we have to make the right 
decision.” * 


Slow progress on 
center project

The state Department of Public 
Works is currently focusing on the 
town's third alternative for recon

He added according to past 
experience, he would estimate 
construction might.begin in three to 
five years.

Students 
to build 
affordable 
housing?

One member of the Shawshcen 
Tech School Committee wilk be 
laying a proposal before his board 
soon to tic in the school's house- 
building program to the need for 
affordable housing. 

In an interview this week, Kevin 
Sowyrda said he will suggest that 
Tech students build a single family 
home for one of the five member 
towns which could be sold for 
below market value. Currently, 
‘students in the carpentry, masonry, 
and electrical shops build a home a 
year for a couple who has their 
names drawn in a lottery. The cou- 
ple provides land, lumber, and 
insurance totaling no more than 
$3,000 as well as a foundation for 
their new home, according to 
Sowyrda. > 

Sowyrda said if towns would 
provide a parcel of land and apply 
for grants for such things as 
lumber, students could just as easily 
build a home to be tumed over to 
one of the towns to add to their 
affordable housing stock. 

"What we would be doing is 
taking a program already in exis 
tence and using our resources to 
help out with affordable housing 
ecds in the area,” explained 
Sowyrda, adding that his top 
priority is “te get this thing going 
for Wilmington because that's the 
community I'm answerable to,” 

Sowyrda said, after visiting all 
tive towns, he thinks Wilmington is 
the most likely to move forward 
with something like this because 
many Wilmington officials seem 
"geared toward finding solutions to 
the housing problem.” 

The housebuilding program turns 
out quality homes and offers 
students hands on experience in the 
building wade. If his board agrees, 
said Sowyrda, it could now fill a 
need for communities like Wil- 
mington. He added that members of 
his board have always been 
sensitive to the needs of the arca 
and have favored reaching out and 
giving something back to member 
communities.

+ The planning board would 
prefer a density which doesn't 
exceed that of Shawsheen River 
Estates, 

+ An assessment of traffic impact 
on Oakridge Circle is needed. 

At the end of the discussion, 
Chairman Carole Hamilton pointed 
out that her board conducted a 
"very preliminary" review since no 
topography maps or siting plans 
were supplied to her board.

Frankly speaking

As the Richter scale hit 6.0 at the Weston Observatory 
last Friday evening, Dr. John Ebel should have been 
exuberant. You see, what for the rest of us is a 
frightening jolt of the earth underncath our feet, an 
earthquake to a scientist like Dr, Ebel is the most 
fascinating of natural events. 

But like many of us, Dr. Ebel missed the earthquake 
that struck the northeast last week, An associate 
professor of geophysics and earthquake specialist at 
Boston College, Ebel is the assistant director of the 
Weston Observatory. Complete with scismograph and a 
wealth of high-tech equipment, the observatory is where 
Ebel has been granting endless interviews since this part 
of America was politely reminded by Mother Nature that 
California isn't the only place on earth with faults and 
earth tremors. 

The observatory is the heart of a network of 26 
seismograph stations that crisscross New England from 
Corinecticut to the Allagash in Maine. All of the stations 
feed into this central seismograph unit in Weston. 

Any fault activity registering on the scismograph 
chart is measured by the Richter scale. The scale is 
named for Charles F, Richter, who introduced the world 
to his invention at Cal Tech in 1935. 

Dr. Ebel said that,-"We are also an active earthquake 
zone. We record small quakes routinely, and sometimes 
they are damaging." 

While providing his crash "press course" in geology, 
Ebel emphasized that New England has as many faults in 
the earth as appear ‘in California. The difference is that 
many of the faults have no earthquakes. It is the exact 
relationship between fault lines and earthquakes that 
continue to elude modern science. 

Meanwhile, the questions confronting geologists is 
how bad could Friday's tremor have been, and will it 

. occur again, perhaps closer to Metropolitan Boston? ~ 

For our neighbors up north in Quebec it may have 
been plenty bad. Quebec was what Dr. Ebel calls the 
epicenter of Friday's earthquake, meaning the place on 
earth directly above the quake's origin. For Canadians 
the quake meant broken windows and some minor 
structural damage, with no reported injuries. 

But back home the magnitude was reduced to a 
trembling chair, or a slight case of motion sickness. One 
woman described the event as if someone had given her 
“a slight push." 

As for the future of quake activity in New England, 
Dr. Ebel looks to history as an example of how fre- 
quently tremors will occur in the northeastern United 
States. The last "big one" was in 1755 when a large 
earthquake hit Cape Anne. Less powerful quakes have 
shook the region in 1925 in the St. Lawrence River 
Valley, 1935 in Wester Quebec, and as recently as 1983 

« in the Adirondacks. 

But could a quake ever originate here in the Boston 
arca? 

"I cannot rule out the possibility that this quake could 
have been centered at Boston", said Dr. Ebel. Should 
that ever occur, Ebel says there would be two types of 
damage known as primary and secondary. 

Primary damage for Metropolitan Boston after a 
significant earthquake might involve cracks in buildings 
and damage to bridge overpasses. Ebel stressed that the 
greatest threat in a quake is to unreinforced brick 
buildings, common in the Back Bay of Boston. 

The secondary damage can often be the most 
destructive part of an earthquake. For the most part, this 
entails fires that are triggered by the tremors, with the 
greatest damage resulting from broken gas lines. 

And as for a prognosis, Dre Ebel says that "New 
England will average one earthquake at 6.0 or above on 
the Richter scale, once every 30 or 50 years." 

So relax.

The appointed and elected 
officials of this town must be there 
to represent the interests of the 
people and the environment. I have 
witnessed the frustrations of 
citizens in opposition to projects 
which impact the town, and have 
also felt those frystrations myself. I 
am outraged by the treatment I and 
my neighbors have received in our 
battle to control the size of the 
Heath Brook Plaza, yet I feel we 
must not give up. I will not be 
beaten down and made to fecl 
insignificant by these officials who 
do not serve the interests of the 
people of Tewksbury. 

[It is the intention of the 
proponents of Heath Brook Plaza to 
increase the already existing shop- 
ping plaza by 136,518 square feet. 
That will make 196,518 square feet 
of retail space. They estimate they 
will increase the total of daily trips 
to and from the site from an 
existing 5300 wips to add 8900 for 
a total of 14200 trips. They 
estimate the increase in southbound 
traffic from an existing 27500 on 
Route 38 to add 5800 for a total of 
33300. In doing this they want to 
have a traffic light installed at the 
Piccadilly Pub, This traffic light 
cycle is 70 seconds. Out of the 70 
seconds the southbound traffic will 
only be allowed to move forward 
for 25 out of the 70 seconds, and 
get this, the southbound traffic will 
always have to cross northbound 
left turn traffic going into the 
shopping plaza. Think about that, 

This project as well as others arc 
indeed going to affect the quality of 
life in our town. We must 
communicate with each other and 
support cach other. We must unite 
in opposition to projects which 
have no regard for us, but only for 
the dollar. 

I do not oppose growth for 
Tewksbury, but the proponents of 
development should realize that 
they are going to become our 
neighbors and should consider our 
concerns. They should work with 
us in mind, but unfortunately many 
do not. 

I would like input relative to the 
formation of a citizens group, 
which would form a constituency 
that could impact the uncontrolled 
development. . 

The officials of this town Who do 
not represent the best interests of 
the people who elected them should 
not be allowed to continue.

Tewksbury has many 
Indian artifacts

‘The Tewksbury,Patten Library is 
a good place to visit if a person 
wants to become acquainted with 
Indian artifacts, also called 
“arrowheads.” There is an 
extensive collection, considering 
that all came from one sile in 
Tewksbury. Many date back over 
4,000 years, to about 2190 B.C. 

‘There are better exhibits to be 
seen. For instance, in Andover 
there ig a collection in which many 
artifacts come from Boston, in 
addition to items from other states 
and Andover. 

Tewksbury's exhibit is of 
artifacts collected by Mr. and Mrs, 
J. Robert Lacey about 30 or 40 
years ago. That family was living 
on what had been the Folsom Farm 
on Main Street, That farm, now a 
shopping center, is across the street 
from the Tewksbury Post Office. 
The Lacey family lived in one of 
three homes which were on that 
farm when it was sold to become a 
shopping center. 

When construction of the 
shopping center began the two 
‘persons noted all the arrowheads 
which were appearing, in the loam, 
and began a collection. It was a task 
which lasted for quite a while. 
Every time there was a rain storm 
Mr. and Mrs. Lacey would walk 
over the soil searching for Indian

Indian points, as they are called, 
are easier to find in soil which has 
been turned over, after there has 
been rain. The soil is just washed 
off the artifact. Sometimes they 
will be an inch or two above the 
soil. 

Some of the artifacts which the 
writer has found were above the 
soil, in exactly those circumstances. 
Farmers in this area, about half a 
century or more ago termed the 
searching for artifacts in this 
manner "following the plow.” 

The Folsom Farm was located 
near the Shawsheen River. There 
was a lot of level land with good 
soil, There was also a small hill, on 
which the Indians could pitch their 
wigwams (or teepecs) and be at 
least slightly above the "mosquito 
level.” 

Pitching the wigwam or teepee 
"above" the mosquito level was an 
important part of being able to 
sleep in comfort, for those Indians 
Today people look at hill sites, 
above a river, and think how nice it 
would be to live there. The Indians 
felt the same, but it wasn't the view, 
it was a lack of mosquitoes of which 
they were thinking. 

The Folsom farm had its hill site. 
Today Hinckley Road and 
Tanglewood Avenue are to be 
termed as possible Indian camping 
sites. 

There are many similar sites, 
along the Shawsheen River, many 


places in which the Indians lived. 
Over 100 sites have been identified, 
and there are probably more along 
the various brooks which flow into 
the Shawsheen. 

The Lacey collection was 
dedicated by the finders to the 
memory of Kate Folsom, who was 
on the Board of Trustees of the 
Public Library, and was its 
chairman from 1929 to 1931. The 
collection was set up as an exhibit 
by Prof. J. Frederick Burtt of the 
Lowell Technological Institute, 
now the University of Lowell. 

Professor Burtt was of an old 
Tewksbury and Wilmington fami- 
ly. One of the railroad stops, near 
the Shawshcen River, of the old 
Salem & Lowell Railroad (1851) 
was named for the family. The 
Professor participated in many 
“digs” for artifacts, in Massachu- 
setts. Those digs were always under 
carefully controlled circumstances. 

He was a person who lectured, on 
many occasions, on the Indian style 
of living. 

There is talk today of enlarging 
the shopping’ center, of adding 
twice as much in area as now exists. 
To suggest that there be "con- 
trolled" circumstances for such an 
enlargement would not, probably, 
be accepted. But, at least a few will 
say, there should be an effort to 
control the excavation of Indian 
artifacts.

eriod (about 1650 AD) as labeled by Professor Burtt, in the Tewksbury Public 
Library. Since his work been completed there have been changes in the 
nomenclature of artifacts, at least in some instances. 

The gouges at top, are still so-called. Gouges were used to dig out the center of 
logs, and thus make a wooden canoe. At right are two “polishing stones" used to 
smooth the sides of arrow shafts. 

Burtt shows a collection of triangular points (arrowheads) as “war points." A better 
label, today, is "hunting points.” Several are quartz, a kind that can be found in many 
parts of Massachusetts. One type ts called "Squibnocket," after a site in Martha's 

Vineyard, and another is called "Wading River" after a site on Long Island (New 
York). Both types are from about 4,000 years ago. 

To the left of the “triangular points" are three pieces of broken pottery, all from the

Memories of Father Shea

“A witty and loveable Irish 
priest.” Those were the words used 
by Mrs. Stanley Cummings to 
describe the Rev. Albert J. Shea, 
parish priest of St. Thomas Church 
of Wilmington, back in the carly 
1950s. 

She knew whercof she spoke, The 
Rev. Stanley Cummings was the 
pastor of the Wilmington 
Congregational Church. 

Father Shea arrived in 
Wilmington about 1950 
Wilmington had always been a 
town in which differences of 
religion were unimportant, but 
there was a noticeable difference in 
Wilmington at that time. Richard 
Cardinal Cushing sent his classmate 
at St. Johns to Wilmington as parish 
priest. 

Father Shea arrived in 
Wilmington on a Wednesday. That 
evening he went to the Methodist 
Church, and knocked on the 
Thurston Strcet entrance. A church 
party, not a religious cvent, was 
taking place, and Father Shea was 
welcomed. 

He was a person who circulated 
freely among residents who were 
not communicants of St. Thomas. 
Wherever he went he was welcome, 
for the very reasons described by 
Mrs. Cummings. 

It was, in some respects, a 
difficult time. A recent influx of 
new residents had brought with 
them the differences of religion 
which were being expressed at that 
time. The good nature and humor 
of the priest were welcomed by all. 

There was, for instance, the time 
when some people wanted to have 
school bus transportation to St 
Charles high school, in Woburn. 
An article was introduced into the 
warrant for the annual town 
meeting, and , as could be expected, 


there was reaction. 

Philip Buzzell, town counsel and 
moderator, had been serving in a 
dual position for over 30 years. A 
friend was the person who filed his 
nomination papers cach year, as 
moderator. That was the year his 
friend forgot to file. 

Philip's reaction was that it was 
fate. Possibly he had been 
moderator of Wilmington for too 
many ycars. Two other men ran for 
the offic sticker” candidates. 

The winner was Auorncy David 
Elfman, still a resident of 
Wilmington, a man of Jewish faith 
The town meeting was held in 
Villanova Hall. David, and a great 
majority of those present were not 
in favor of arguments, but a few 
persons, Catholic and Protestant, 
did want to express opinions. 

They talked into the microphones 
for, say, over a quarter of an hour. 
Shrilled was a better word, Ninety 
percent of those present sat on their 
hands during the discussion. Finally 
someone asked if the town counsel 
had any opinion of the article. 

Philip spoke, saying that he 


believed the article was not legal, 
and hence there could be no vote. 

The only person who could rule 
on that opinion was the moderator. 
Dave Elfman spoke up to overrule 
the town counsel, the first time a 
Wilmington town counsel had been 
overruled in maybe 30 years. It was 
quite an event, and there was a gasp 
from the voters, 

Mr. Elfman called for the vote. 
The great majority of those 
present, Catholic and Protestant, 
voted against the school busing, 
and the differences of opinion 
immediately ceased. Everyone 
walked out of that mecting friends. 

What did Father Shea have to do 
with that??? 


He was the parish priest. Two or 
three days later he met the writer, 
in front of the post office (now 
Bedell Brothers’ Building), It was 
he who had invoked the Divine 
Blessing, before the meeting 
started. 

arz,” he said, “after I gave the 
blessing I picked up my skirts ana 
scuttled!" 
Almost a bishop 

Father Shea was attending a 
conference, at the archbishop's 
home in Boston the day that St 
Thomas Church burned. The site is 
now that of the public library. 
Father Shea heard that his church 
was on fire by an announcement 
made during the mecting. 

He drove to Wilmington on Route 
93, 75 miles an hour. A state 
policeman stopped him for 
speeding and then, instead, told 
Father Shea "follow me." 

They drove to Wilmington at 85 
miles an hour, Father Shea 
following the policeman, whose 
siren was clearing the way. 

Villanova Hall had already been 
made into a church, because of the 
expanded population, but that 
building was insufficient in size to 
serve the Catholic population of 
Wilmington. Other churches of 
Wilmington opened their doors and 
their hearts to their Catholic 
neighbors. 

Father Shea rented the Grange 
Hall. With that building, upstairs 
and downstairs, and Villanova Hall 
he had enough room. 

After a few weeks he again met 
the writer down at the postoffice. 

“Larz," he said "they should make 
me a bishop! I have Saint Grange 
Hall, and Saint Villanova Hall, and 
if | wanted them, I could have Saint 
Congregatiofial Church and Saint 
Methodist!"

The 1988 Tewksbury High

can justifiably claim to be the best 
team in Eastern Massachusetts and 
the fifth best team in the state. 

~ This became clear at the All-State 
cross country meet at Franklin 
Park last Saturday.

Four basic hunting tactics - 


by Bill Conlon 

Deer hunting, for those who've 
never partaken of the oldest sport 
on Earth, isn't nearly as easy as it 
looks, Myths abound. 

Some people think deer hunters 
just walk into the woods, pick out 
the biggest deer in the herd, then 
shoot it. Nothing could be quite so 
far from reality. 

Deer hunting is 99.8 percent just 
sitting under the trees, listening to 
the birds and for any rustlings in 
the leaves, then 0.02 percent of the 
season actually taking a single shot, 
if you're lucky. Any time left is 
spent dragging the carcass back to 
the truck, 

But just how you spend your day 
in the woods is important. There 
are four basic hunting tactics for 
deer, and all have strong points. 

Organize a drive -- A couple 
of thousand years ago, the entire 
cave turned out to scare a herd of 
deer into a boxed area, then began 
to harvest the winter meat supply in 
one, big festival. Things are a bit 
different today, but not that much. 

Driving deer takes at least two 
hunters, and more if you've got ‘em 
handy. One or more hunters takes 
up station, or a “stand,” while one 
or more other hunters enter the far 
side of a patch of woods in hopes of 
scaring one or more deer to the guy 
on station, Simple. Sort of. 

First, the forest area has to be big 
enough to make it all work. Any 
patch of trees less than a half-mile 
square is marginal, but a forest that 
is too big gives the deer a chance to 
do an "end-around” on you. If the 
deer can slip around or through 
your line of pickets, they will. 

Use the wind to your advantage.

Plan your drive such that the wind 
will blow your scent forward, The 
smell of man, combined with the 
sound of heavy footsteps, will send 
the deer packing in short order. 

Deer usually bound forward for a 
few hundred feet, then stop and 
look back. But if you keep coming, 
they'll keep going. 

Second, the drivers must remain 
in sight of one another, but the guy 
‘on station also needs to know the 
whereabouts of the other hunters. 
If you're one of the drivers, feel 
free to make noise, but if you're on 
station, don't move, don't make a 
peep, and try not to breathe. It 
really messes up the plan when the 
deer can detect the guy on station. 
Shhh. 

The Deerstalker -- The purest 
form of deer hunting is to follow a 
set of tracks through the woods, to 
try and catch whatever made them. 
However, deer tracking is also the 
toughest hunt in town. 

If we have a fresh layer of snow, 
deer tracking is much easier, But if 
we don't (and we probably won't) 
then wet leaves will have to do. 

Buck prints are usually larger 
than doe tracks, but not always. A 
better trick is to notice which set of 
tracks always tries to avoid any low 
branches. Bucks hate to catch their 
antlers on low branches, so they'll 
avoid them, but does often won't. 


The biggest mistake made by deer 
trackers (hello Kevin!) is that some 
just never look up. You've found a 
good track, fine and dandy. But the 
deer isn't standing in them, is it? 

Your objective in tracking is to 
guess where the deer is NOW! The 
tracks will only tell you where he 
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WAS, not where he IS, and his 
current location is rather import- 
ant. Or as my Uncle John likes to 
say, you can't make venison stew 
out of tracks, no matter how fresh 
they are, So look around! Jeez! 

Being there -- Stillhunting, as 
its called, is a good combination of 
tracking, movement, and basically 
blending into the forest. Take a few 
steps, then stop and listen. Limit 
movement as often as possible, 
don't make a sound if you can help 
it, and keep eyes and ears on full 
alert. (Stillhunting is best done by 
solo hunters.) 

If you hear anything, even a bird 
in the leaves, freeze in place and 
wait. Sit if possible, but don't waste 
movement if you can help it. The 
forest requires at least ten minutes 
to forget you're there. Suddenly, 
you'll begin to feel like part of the 
forest. It's magic. Then you can go 
back to taking two steps, and 
listening. Two more, then look and 
listen. 

Deer will make plenty of noise if 
they're moving. Just make sure you 
don't make any noise that will warn 
them. The forest itself is pretty 
noisy, but you have to be quiet to 
notice. 

Keep in mind that deer hardly 
ever walk along the top of hills, or 
at the bottom of low spots. Instead, 
they prefer trails about halfway up 
the side of a slope. Use that fact. 

Pick a spot -- Taking a stand in 
a busy area is a proven method of 
filling out deer tags. My granddad 
swore by it, and he put enough deer 
meat on the table to keep his five 
kids fed during the Depression. 

All you do is pick a good area, 
then park yourself and let the deer 
come to you. Extremely simple.

Oliver & Company

LOS ANGELES — It’s out 
with the old and in with the new. 
Well, sort of. 

With “Oliver and Company” 
the Walt Disney Company is 
launching what it hopes will be 
one new animated feature film a 
year to accompany the older 
flicks that are regularly re- 
released. That means new 
stories, new techniques, new 
songs. The color is by De Luxe 
instead of Technicolor. Even the 
plot in “Oliver” breaks a few 
boundaries. True, it may have 
been inspired by Charles 
Dicken's “Oliver Twist,” but 
one can safely say that no 
mention of breakdancing or 
USA Today newspapers can be 
found in the book. 

Set in New York City, Oliver is 
a homeless kitten who attaches 
himself to Dodger, a cooler- 
than-cool' mongrel whose voice 
belongs to Billy Joel. Dodger’s 
gang of bumbling thieves in- 
clude Cheech Martin as a 
Chihuahua with a Latin temper 
and Richard Mulligan as Fin- 
stein, a mindless mutt with no 
theory of relativity. Dom 
DeLuise lends his voice to Fagin 
and Bette Midler is Georgette, a 
coddled French poodle who 
would do away with Oliver - as 
long as it didn't mean doing 
anything too risky, like breaking 
anail 

Pop singers and boom boxes 
are meant to pull in a hipper 
crowd than might regularly 
haunt Saturday matinees, but 
that doesn’t mean “Oliver” 
lacks the ingredients which 
make Disney animated flicks 
unique in the marketplace. Just 
like classic children’s literature, 
there are certain rhythms and 
elements that appear over and 
over again. Often there is a 
broken home, children or 
animal surrogates in jeopardy, 
musical numbers, a villain with

two henchmen, wacky secon- 
dary characters and an odyssey 
of some sort. There is usually a 
character who serves as the 
protagonist’s conscience, just 
like Jimminy Cricket did in 
“Pinocchio” ‘and as Sebastian 
the Rastafarian crab will do in 
next year’s “The Little Mer- 
maid.” 

Ata recent animation panel at 
the Disney Studios, Peter 
Schneider, vice president of 
production for the animation 
division of Disney Studios, 
explained the criteria against 
which an animated film - is 
judged. “There are certain 
classic themes, or elements, 
that have to be there. There has 
to be the embodiment of good 
and bad. There is the good 
person and the bad person. You 
look for that conflict that gives 
you a range of emotion and 
choices about doing the right 
thing and the wrong thing, 
which are what values are 
about. 


“I suppose there are 
stereotypical things about 4he 
Disney pictures, there are 
things that are quite the same. 
I'm not sure we do that con- 
sciously.”” 

Disney's feature-length 
cartoons have always fallen into 
two categories, those based on 
classical fairy tales, like 
“Cinderella” and more con- 
temporary themes based on 
classical literature. “Oliver and 
Company” obviously falls into 
the latter. It will be followed in 
the next couple of years by a 
story based on “Aladdin and the 
Wonderful Lamp” from the 
“Arabian Nights,” a sequel to 
“The Rescuers” called “The 
Rescuers Down Under,"’ 
“Beauty and the Beast’ and 
“The Little Mermaid,” based on 
Hans Christian Andersen's 
story, though not nearly so sad a 
version.

plained that a physical presence 
of evil is often needed, as it is too 
difficult to materialize internal 
conflicts, which is why “Beauty 
and the Beast” has been on and 
off studio shelves for 40 years. 

While Schneider, the liveliest 
and loosest of the Disney execs, 
was the only one willing to 
discuss the thematic 
similarities in the animated 
pictures, it is Roy E. Disney who 
appeared not to fit the blue- 
suited, rigid facade presented 
by those who dutifully guard the 
Disney image. 

Sporting a sweater, casual 
slacks, sneakers and a serious 
tan, Disney straddled his chair 
before sitting down, his 
cigarettes never far from reach. 
But if anyone deserves to relax 
the dress code, it is Walt's 
nephew, as it was he who 
brought in the new management 
in 1984 to revitalize a dying 
company. The oft-told tale is 
that a sleeping giant was 
awakened by the clash and 
clang of trolls, also known as 
corporate raiders, as they 
mounted the steep embankment 
of its magical Kingdom. 

The giant retreated, paid out 
many gold coins to a knight in 
shining armor dubbed Sir 
Michael Eisner, chairman of the 
board, and staved off that all 
encompassing blackness known 
as takeover. Disney now serves 
as vice chairman of the board 
and chief of animation. 

The slate of animated pictures 
the company hopes to present 
yearly, aided by new facilities in 
Orlando, Florida, is a change 
Disney helped put into effect 
years ago and that is only now 
coming to fruition. But it took an 
intense plumping up of the 
animation department to begin 
such an intense production 
regiment. It was much more 
difficult than it sounds. 

Disney explained that the art 
of animation had gone through a 
period in which there were, 
literally, no animators to carry 
on the Disney tradition. ‘When I 
first walked in here four years 
ago, all the old guys were 
retiring and we had this whole 
bunch of new young people who 
were literally all in their 
twenties and nobody in between. 


The art naa gone through a 
period when nobody wanted to 
get involved with it, it was like a 
missing generation. There are 
young people all over the 
country right now, kind of al age 
eight, saying ‘1 want to be an 
animator.’ I think now they have 
access to better education, as 
they come up through high 
school and the colleges, offering 
a taste, at least, of how to be an 
animator.”* 

While Disney attributed his 
“missing generation” to ‘a lack 
of interest, almost as if they had 
spread sleeping dust on 
everyone,” it may be safe to say 
that children weren't intrigued 
because animation had reached

It comes as no surprise that 
Disney will tell you the 
philosophy behind such G and 
PG-rated entertainment can be 
summed up in one word - family. 
“That means family values and 
moralities. I don’t like to talk 
about that a hell of a lot, because 
it’s really a gut thing.” 

By employing a little of that 
post Vietnam cynicism, one can 
also see that if the Disney image
